PREFACE 


The Inventory of the Church Archives of Michigan: The Roman 
Catholic Church, Archdiocese of Detroit, is one a a Nation-wide_ 
series of Oionteries of ecclesiastical archives being compiled 
by the Historical Records Survey. The inventory has been under- 
taken as a service to the clergy and officers of religious bodies, 
to students of social and religious history, and also to the laity 
interested in the growth and development of religious bodies in 
this country. 


This inventory of the archives of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Archdiocese of Detroit, is a compilation establishing the identity 
and location of the organizations, institutions, churches, schools, 
and cemeteries, within the boundaries of the Archdiocese of Detroit. 
In determining the identity of the churches and other organizations 
we have accepted the status and affiliations claimed by responsible 
officials in charge of then. The framework of presentation is that 
of the United States Census of Religious Bodies; to this we have 
added local history of sufficient importance to warrant inclusion 
anithis study. 


Acknowledgment of our appreciation is made to the clergy, 
officials, and laity, who have given us their cooperation and 
assistance, but for lack of space we are unable to mention them 
herein, We do, however, feel that special mention is due to 
Monsignor Edward J. Hickey, Chancellor, Archdiocese of Detroit, 
and Reverend George W. Pare, pastor of Sacred Heart Church, Grosse 
Ile, Michigan, who have extensively cooperated in the compilation 
of this study.

HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 


Outline of the Archdiocese 


The Detroit diocese was founded March 8, 1833, under the name of 
"Diocese of Michigan and the Northwest.s" On October 6 of that year 
the name was changed to "Diocese of Detroit."1 On August 3, 1937 it 
was elevated to the Archdiocese of Detroit with provincial juris- 
diction over the dioceses of Marquette, Grand Rapids, Lansing, and 
Saginaw. The counties of Wayne, Macomb, Monroe, Lapeer, Lenawee, 
Oakland, St. Clair, and Washtenaw, form its geographical boundaries.< 


Karly Catholic Activities 


Organized religious activity began in Michigan in conjunction 
with the arrival of the French explorers, It was the practice of the 
French to establish churches and colonization bases simultaneously. 
The first missionaries brought to Canada by Champlain in 1615 were the 
Recollets, a branch of the Franciscan Order. Champlain had extended 
his aid and sympathies to the Ottawa and Huron Indian tribes; these 
acts brought the hatred of the Iroquois tribe and caused many diffi- 
culties in the development of New France, of which the territory of 
present Michigan was a part .3 The church of which he was a member 
and sponsor suffered likewise, 


The Huron Mission, located on the Ontario Peninsula, was the first 
known organized church in this region. Father Joseph Le Caron, one of 
the Recollets, celebrated his first mass on July 12, 1615 at this 
mission, In 1634 the Huron Mission was reopened after a period of 
inactivity, remaining there until 1650 when it was abandoned, due to 
the constant attacks of the Iroquois Indians, The remaining mission- 
aries, with a number of their converts, retired to a village on the 
Island of Orleans, near Quebec. It was during these 17 years that 
friendly Indians of the Chippewa tribe invited missionaries to visit 
them, and in 1641 missionaries arrived at what is now Savlt Ste. Marie.° 


The first of the better known missionaries was Father Claude Jean 
Alloueg.

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Claude Jean Allouez 


Claude Allouez was born in the village of St. Didier, situated 
southwest of Lyons, France, on June 6, 1622. His early religious 
training was under the tutelage of one of the renowned educators of 
France, "Blessed" Francis Regis. He was graduated from the College 
of Puy at the age of 17 and in the same year (1639) entered the Jesuit 
novitiate; there he studied rhetoric and philosophy for 4 years, and 
later was employed as a teacher of belles-lettres in the city of 
Billion and at Toulon. He was ordained a priest in 1655, and in 1656 
became a preacher of the Jesuit Church of Rhodez, France. In March 
1657 he obtained permission to become a missionary in New France, 
arriving at Quebec in 1658. He died in 1689 at St, Joseph Mission, 
located about 1 mile south of Niles on the western bank of St. Joseph — 
River, At the time of his death he was credited with the personal 
conversion of more than ten thousand Indians. 


A Jesuit missionary, Father Jacques Marquette, whose name is 
closely connected with the early Roman Catholic movement in the North- 
west Territory, was brought to the Great Lakes region by Father Claude 
Jean Allouez, 


Jacques IMarquette 


Jacques Marquette was born at Laon, France, in 1637. He entered 
the Society of Jesus in 1654 and was ordained a priest in 1666; later 
that year he sailed to Canada and arrived at Quebec in September, On 
October 10, 1666, he started for Three Rivers, Canada, to study the 
Montaignais dialect from Father Gabriel Druillettes. He remained there 
for 3 years, then was called back to Quebec to prepare for the Ottawa 
Mission. In 1668 he left Montreal for the mission at Sault Ste. Marie, 
residing there for about 1 year. He moved to La Pointe de St. Esprit, 
Wisconsin, in 1669, When a tribal war broke out in 1671 he moved with 
some of his flock to St. Ignace Mission at Mackinac. On December 8, 1672, 
Joliet, a French commander, arrived at St. Ignace with. information con- 
cerning an appointment authorizing Father Marquette and him to explore 
the waters of the Mississippi. They left Mackinac on May 17, 1673, 
reaching the Mississippi 1 month later, The mission of St. Francis 
Xavier, Green Bay, Wisconsin, was visited by Father Marquette in 1673-74, 
while on his way to Illinois where he established the Mission of the 
Immaculate Conception. On May 18, 1675, on his return journey to 
Mackinac, he died. He was buried by his followers on the present site 
of Ludington, In 1677, 2 years after his death, Indians of his former 


mission, St. Ignatius, exhumed his remains and carried them to Mackinac 
for reinterment.

On July 21, 1701, Antoine de La Mothe Cadillac, the French comman- 
dant, landed on the site he had chosen for a new centrally located 
colony in the Great Lakes region. He was accompanied by two priests, 
Father Francois Valliant de Gueslis, a Jesuit, and Father Constantine 
de L'Halle, a Recollet. Father Gueslis soon returned to Montreal, but 
Father de L'Halle remained and became the chaplain of the new settlement, 
Fort Pontchartrain.! One of the first acts of the settlers was to build 
a church, and by July 26 a crude log building had been erected and mass 
was celebrated on that day, It being the feast of Ste. Anne, the new 
church was called Ste. Anne de Detroit. Ste. Anne's has been recognized 
as the first and mother church of the Northwest and Father de L'Halle as 
the first resident pastor.@ 


The Ottawa, Huron, and Miami Indian tribes occupied the territory 
surrounding the fort, and tribal animosities brought constant conflict. 
In 1703 a violent outbreak caused the destruction of the church and 
dwelling of the missionary, located in the southeast angle of the fort. 
All original records were lost at this time. The first available record 
is dated Scie ey wee and concerns the baptism of the daughter of 
Cadillac, Marie Therese, 


In 1728 the Jesuit Father, Armand de la Richardie arrived at the 
Detroit post, The Father began the Indian's conversion anew, as they 
had fallen into a state of paganism. Once, however, the Indian's trust 
was gained, progress was rapid. In 1738 a tribal war drove away his 
converts and the Father followed them to Sandusky, where he spent seven 
months with them. Father Richardie removed his tribe to Bois Blanc in 
1742 where he established a new mission. Gradually his health began to 
fail and in 1744 Father Potier was sent to replace him. Father de la 
Richardie was recalled, and he left in 1747. In 1847 a plot among the 
Indians was uncovered es massacre the French at the Detroit settlement. 
Father de la Richardie, who along had sufficient influence over the 
Indians to bring about their submission, was sent for, Consequentially 
he removed the tribe to Pointe de Montreal, where he built the first 
church in 1750. Soon after Father de la Richardie returned to Quebec 
where he died in 1758, 


Gabriel Richard 
Gabriel Richard was born at Saintes, Saintonge, France, October 15, 
1767. He graduated with honors from Saintonge College in 1784 and 


entered the priesthood on October 15, 1791. He left France in 1792 and 
came to the United States where he taught for a short time at the newly

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founded St. Mary Suplician Seminary at Baltimore; from there he was 
sent to the missions of Illinois. Six years later he was transferred to 
Detroit, arriving in June 1798. He began a plan of general education 
in 1807. To facilitate this undertaking he went to Baltimore in 1808, 
brought back a printing press and published the first newspaper (semi- 
religious in character) in the Northwest Territory, the Michigan Essay 
and Impartial Observer.t Father Richard, a strong pro-American during 
the War of 1812, was detained in Canada for several months .< Upon his 
release, however, he continued his educational work, and in 1817 with 
the assistance of Judge Augustus Woodward and Reverend John Monteith, 
the Latter a Presbyterian clergyman, established the University of 
Michigan.? Soon after the establishment of the school he was made vice 
president of the institution and held several professorships; 

Reverend Monteith was named president, Father Richard was also elected 
delegate from Michigan to the Congress of the United States, Gabriel 
Richard died during the cholera epidemic of 1832, having contracted the 
disease through his incessant labors for victims of the scourge. His 
remains are interred in a vault under the steps to the present altar of 
Ste. Anne de Detroit.4 


One of the first acts of Father Richard was to immediately restore 
Ste, Anne!s which had fallen into decay. He solicited sufficient funds, 
labor, and material to restore the building which served until 1805, 
when fire destroyed the entire settlement. The records of the institu— 
tion, however, were saved, being the only tangible link between the 
early period of settlement and the present day.> For several years after 
the conflagration the congregation worshipped in the Meldrum Storehouse 
on Bates Street near the river.© Later the congregation met in two rooms 
in the LaSalle House in what was then Springwells, now Nineteenth Street 
and the Detroit River.’ During this period Father Richard assiduously 
collected funds with the view of rebuilding Ste. Anne. In 1806 he 
was able to obtain 4 site from the territorial governing authorities, 
but the War of 1812 intervened and it was not until 1818 that the 
cornerstone for the new church was laid on Larned Street, between 
Randolph and Bates Streets.® 


Other Barly Churches 


The next movement toward organized parish activity was southward, 
The fertility of the lands along the Raisin River attracted settlers

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in 1780, In 1788 Father Pierre Frechette, pastor of Ste, Anne, 
presided over a meeting of the settlers at which first steps towards 
a parish organization were taken, and shortly after a small chapel, 
known as St. Anthony, was erected near Monroe, where it remained for 
several years; later it was moved to the village of Monroe, and in 
1844, the name was changed to St. Mary. 


By 1821, assistants having been sent to Father Richard, mission 
work progressed rapidly, and in the territorial census of 1826 we find 
that 9 church buildings had been erected.

In 1808 the diocese of Baltimore underwent its first division. 
Three sees were erected in the east: Boston, New York and Philadelphia, 
and in the west the diocese of Bardstown, now Louisville, Kentucky, was 
established to serve the Catholic immigrants who had come into the Ohio 
valley. Father Benedict Flaget, a Sulpician who had been with Father 
Richard at Issy, became the first Bishop of Bardstown. Michigan remained 
under his jurisdiction until 1821 when the Diocese of Cincinnati was 
established, Father Richard became the Vicar-General in Michigan, and 
Edward Dominic Fenwich was appointed first bishop of the Cincinnati dio- 
cese, On March 8, 1833 Pope Gregory XVI created the Diocese of Michigan 
and the Northwest. For practical purposes the new diocese embraced 
Michigan and Wisconsin and some land west of the Mississippi. Father 
Frederick Rese, Vicar-General of the Diocese of Cincinnati, was selected 
to preside over the new diocese and was consecrated October 6 of the 
same year, 


Frederick Rese 


Frederick Rese was born in Hildesheim, Germany, in 1793. He left 
the service of the army to enter the priesthood. He met Bishop 
Edward Fenwick, while the latter was on a visit to Rome, and was 
persuaded to come to the United States. He arrived in this country 
in 1824, and began active work here in that year. He became Vicar- 
General and Chancellor of the Diocese of Cincinnati, was consecrated 
a bishop at Cincinnati on October 6, 1833, and made his formal entry 
into Detroit at the end of that year. During this period he was 
commissioned to tour Europe in the interests of American missions, and 
he established the Leopoldine Society for the support of American 
missions in Germany. This society later was instrumental in promoting 
religious education in Michigan. He offered his resignation in 1837, 
but it was not acted upon by the Vatican immediately; however, in 1839 
he was retired, still holding the title of Bishop of Detroit. He 
died in Hildesheim, Germany, in 1871.2

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The episcopate of Bishop Frederick Rese began with strenuous 
efforts towards education. With funds supplied by European mission 
societies he opened’ Ste. Anne Classical Academy, an educational in- 
stitution for girls, in a newly erected building adjoining the church.+ 


In 1833 Bishop Rese purchased a discarded church building from 
the First Protestant Society and moved it to Cadillac Square. During 
the remodeling in 1835 a cholera epidemic broke out and the church 
building was turned into a hospital, the first institution of its kind 
in Detroit. Finally, in 1835, the building was dedicated as a church 
and Father Bernard O!Cavanaugh was named as its first pastor. 


Later in 1834 the first German Catholic parish was organized.3 
Father O'Cavanaugh, who had come to Detroit with Father Martin Kundig, 
took over the pastorate of Holy Trinity Parish, leaving Father Kundig 
free for other duties. There were many German families residing in 
Detroit who desired a church where their language would be spoken 
and Father Kundig conducted German services in Ste. Anne for them. In 
1843 he was able to erect a church, St. Mary, at Croghan (now Monroe 
Avenue) and St. Antoine Street.4 Because of the cholera epidemic of 
1835, several orphans became charges of the church, and as Father Kundig 
was also superintendent of the poor, he was ably fitted for this work, 
The panic of 1837 increased his difficulties, resulting in his entire 
personal fortune being spent in alleviating the conditions of the 
unfortunate. 


The next bishop of Detroit was Peter Paul Lefevere (coadjutor-bishop 
the actual head of the See was Bishop Rese, who was residing in Europe. 


Peter Paul Lefevere 


Peter Paul Lefevere was born in Roulers, Belgium in 1804 and was 
ordained a priest at St. Louis, Missouri, in 1831. After laboring in 
that region for & years he returned to Europe and in 1841 was appointed 
Bishop of Zela, fpartibus) and coadjutor-bishop of Michigan, He died in 
Detroit in 1869, 


Bishop Lefevere labored incessantly for 24 years, riding horseback 
throughout the diocese, organizing parishes and visiting his priests. 
The phenomenal growth of the diocese during this period is a tribute to 
his efforts. When he died in 1869 the diocese consisted of 82 parishes, - 
served by 88 resident priests, 82 mission churches, 22 parochial schools, 
« hospitals, 4 orphan asylums, 113 representatives. of various sister- 
hoods, and a Catholic population of 150,000.7

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In 1843 the See of Milwaukee was established, decreasing the size 
of the Detroit diocese, Another change was made in 1853 at which date 
the Holy See created the Vicariate Apostolic of Upper Michigan, to which 
Father Frederick Baraga was assigned as first bishop; in 1857 it became 
the Diocese of Sault Ste. Marie; in 1865 the Diocese of Marquette when 
Bishop Frederick Baraga transferred his See to the latter city.1 


Many leading churches, still active today, were founded during this 
period. St. Charles Church, Newport, Monroe County, first known as 
"Mission of Swan Creek," was served by missionaries from Wyandotte and 
Monroe until its organization as a parish in 1847. 


St. Patrick's Church, Carleton, Monroe County, known as the "Stony 
Creek Mission," was constructed with bricks made by the parishioners. 
Like St. Mary's in Detroit, all services and material were donated for 
the construction of the edifice, One of the first efforts of the 
settlers was the building of a school, which since its inception has 
been a "free" school.? 


The Poor Clares, the first sisterhood introduced into the diocese 
left Detroit in 1839, and St. Philip's College burned in 1846, leaving 
inadequate educational facilities at the beginning of the episcopate of 
Bishop Lefevere,4 However, he requested help and. in 1844 the Daughters of 
Charity sent four sisters to Detroit. They taught here for some years 
and in 1845 they established St. Mary's Hospital which is stil] operating 
under that name,? St, Vincent's Orphanage was opened in 1851, The 
Michigan Retreat for the Insane, now St. Joseph's Retreat, was founded 
in 1860.7 


In 1845 Father Louis Gilet founded the first Michigan Sisterhood, 
"Sisters, Servants of the Immaculate Heart of Mary," at Monroe, a log 
cabin convent was erected and four sisters were installed.® For the 
first 16 years the work of the sisters was confined to schools in or 
around Monroe. One year after the community was legally incorporated 
(1860) the order opened its first parish school, St. Joseph's, in Detroit.? 
In their early years the sisterhood found it expedient to serve other 
than day pupils and St. Mary Academy was founded by the necessity of having 
a boarding school for girls, Tocay the Sisterhood has in its community 
more than 1,000 teachers, and its buildings and grounds in Monroe are 
mastenpieces of architecture and landscaping art,10

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In 1851 the Brothers of the Christian Schools arrived to take over 
the teaching of the male pupils in the parochial schools of St. Anne 
and St. Mary. + The Religious of the Sacred Heart, in the same year, 
established the Sacred Heart Academy, Detroit, for the higher education 
of young women.© A year later, the School of Sisters of Notre Dame 
came from Milwaukee to conduct the girls' school at St. Mary's. 


This period definitely was one of pioneering, and a well established 
organization was left for Bishop Lefevere's successor, Bishop Casper Henry 
Borgess. 


Casper Henry Borgess 


Casper Henry Borgess was born in 1826 in Essen, Germany. He came 
to the United States in 1839 and after having studied in St. Charles' 
Seminary, Philadelphia, completed his theological education at St, Xavier's 
in Cincinnati.- He was made Chancellor of the Archdiocese by Archbishop 
John Baptist Purcell and was consecrated Bishop of Detroit in 1870. He 
arrived in Detroit a few days after the death of Bishop Frederick Rese. 
Bishop Borgess resigned the See in 1887 and died in 1890,4 


During the episcopate of Bishop Borgess several religious orders 
were established in Detroit. The Franciscan Fathers of Cincinnati replaced 
the Redemptorists at St. Mary Parish in Detroit in 1872.° In 1877 the 
Jesuits came to open the Detroit College, now the University of Detroit.© 
Bishop Borgess made use of the Cathedral SS. Peter and Pau] to serve as 
their parish church, moving the Cathedral to St, Aloysius. The 
Redemptorists established the Holy Redeemer Parish on the western out- 
skirts of the city in 1880.8 on May 8, 1883 a group of Capuchin Fathers 
arrived, and temporarily occupied a residence formerly connected with 
Mt. Elliot Cemetery, On July 29 of the same year the cornerstone for one 
of the buildings of the St. Bonaventure Church and Monastery was laid. 

It was dedicated in 1884.7 


several religious communities of women also were introduced to 
Detroit at this time. The Felician Sisters arrived in 1882, moving the 
Mother House from Wisconsin to Detroit.lO The Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd opened a home for delinquent women and girls in 1883, after 
Bishop Borgess had journeyed to the Mother House in St. Louis to request 
their assistance, The old Ward residence on Fort Street, Detroit, was

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purchased that year and became the first Mother House of this institution 
which was inaugurated in 1883. The scope of their work has been enlarged 
so that they now care for orphans, the aged, and delinquent women and 
giris.~ The Sisters of St. Dominic opened St. Mary's School, Adrian, in 
1878, and in 1892 established an academy for girls there, This community 
originally was under the jurisdiction of the Mother House of Newburgh, 
New York, but due to the growth of the branch in Adrian, became an in- 
dependent community in 1923.“ In 1896 the Sisters of St. J seph opened 
the first Mother House at Nazareth, near Kalamazoo, Due to the rapid 
growth of the dopcese the building was found to be inadequate. In 1929 

a new and larger mother house and college were erected. The community 
now consists of more than 500 members. 


SS. Cyril and Methodius Seminary was established during this 
period. It was first located on St, Aubin Avenue, Detroit, and later 
removed to Orchard Lake, where it is situated today. 4 


During the episcopate of Bishop Borgess, the Diocese of Grand 
Rapids was created in 1882, slightly decreasing the size of the Detroit 
Diocese, Reverend Doctor John Samuel Foley of the Archdiocese of 
Baltimore was named to succeed Bishop Casper Borgess as Bishop of the 
Diocese of Detroit, in 1888, 


John Samuel Foley 


John Samuel Foley was born in Baltimore on November 5, 1833. He 
was graduatec with honors from the Sulpitian Seminary of St. Mary, 
Baltimore, Maryland. He studied theology there for 3 years, then con- 
tinued his studies in Rome where he was ordained a priest. in 1856, He 
returned to the Baars States and was consecrated Bishop of Detroit, on 
November 4, 1888. 


During the episcopate of Bishop Foley the bi-centenary celebration 
of the founding of Detroit occurred on July 26, 1901. The highest 
dignitaries of the church, headed by the Apostolic Delegate to Canada, 
Archbishop Falconio, gathered in Detroit to assist with the celebration. 
Religious ceremonies were celebrated in the church of Ste, Anne de 
Detroit. The official jubilee mass was said in the Jesuit Church of 
SS. Peter and Paul by the Apostolic Delegate to the Church in the 
United States, Cardinal Martinelli. The Mass was attended by many of 
the high ranking officials of the Church from the United States and 
Canada. 


The tenure of Bishop Foley was marked by the establishment of 
several charitable institutions and the admittance of several religious 
orders. For the celebration of his golden jubilee as a priest, the

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clergy and laity of the diocese presented him with St. Francis Home for | 
Orphan Boys. In 1910 the House of Providence's name was changed to 
Providence Hospital .1 This institution was later enlarged and became 


a general hospital and training school for nurses. 


By the end of Bishop Foley's episcopate the diocese had a Catholic 
population of 386,000. Due to the advanced age of Bishop Foley, and 
the work entailed in administering the diocese, the Right Reverend 
Edward D. Kelly was named auxiliary bishop of the Detroit diocese in 1911, 


Edward D. Kelly 


Msgr. Edward Kelly was born in Watervliet, Michigan, December 30, 
1860. He was educated at Mt. St. Mary's Seminary, Cincinnati, St. Charles 
Seminary, Baltimore, and St. Joseph's Seminary, Troy, New York. Ordained 
a priest, June 1896, he served as assistant pastor of St. Philip's Parish 
Battle Creek, and later was a member of the faculty of St. Francis! Home 
and Seminary, St. Mary's College, Monroe. He became pastor of the parish 
in Dexter, and then moved to the pastorate at Ann Arbor, where he gained 
a reputation for his splendid work among the Catholic students at the 
State university. Upon the death of Bishop Foley he became acting head 
of the Detroit diocese until the appointment of Bishop Michael James 
Gallagher, at which time he was transferred to the Diocese of Grand Rapids 


Michael James Gallagher 


Michael James Gallagher was born in Auburn, Michigan, in 1866, He 
was educated at Assumption College, Sandwich, Ontario, Canada, Mungret 
College, Ireland, and University of Innsbruck, Austria. He was ordained 
a priest in 1892, and became pastor of parishes at Carrollton, Hamlock, 
and St. Andrew's Cathedral, Grand Rapids, Michigan. In 1895 he was 
appointed secretary to the bishop of the Grand Rapids Diocese, and from 
1900-1921 he served as chancellor there. From 1912-16 he served as 
Vicar~General, He was appointed coadjutor bishop in 1915, and succeeded 
to the bishopric in 1916. He was transferred to the See in Detroit on 
July 18, 1918.4 


The beginning of Bishop Gallagher's reign was marked by the end of 
the World War and the rise of Detroit as one of the greatest industrial 
centers in America. When the automobile became a national means of 
transportation, Detroit became the world center for its manufacture. ? 
This condition caused an influx of thousands of people to this city, 
many of them foreign-born, and a large portion of them Roman Catholics. 
During this period the diocese grew greatly especially in the metro- 
politan Detroit area. 
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Bishop Gallagher, recognizing vast possibilities for church expan- 
Sion, immediately arranged for priests of various nationalities to serve 
their respective national groups. But even with the arrival of many 
priests from eastern seminaries, he realized that the nominal growth of 
the city demanded a larger clergy than could be imported. He therefore 
proposed to establish a local seminary. In June 1923, through the 
cooperation of the clergy and laity of the diocese, the correrstone for 
a building was laid on Chicago Boulevard and Linwood Ave. The insti- 
tution was named Sacred Heart Seminary, and in 1924 the doors were opened 
for the first classes. Today an imposing group of buildings have been 
added and more than 500 ordained priests are graduates of this institution,1 


The campaign for the new seminary had scarcely started when Roman 
Catholics of Michigan faced an attack by anti-clerical groups on the 
idea of parochial schools, Bishop Gallagher had consistently fostered 
the development of parochial schools and had made efforts towards 
establishing schools in every parish. In 1920 a movement was started 
to compel all children to attend public schools. The Bishop toured the 
State, organizing his priests and laity, and also enlisted the aid of 
several non-Catholic churches and organizations, The movement was 
defeated by the electorate of the State in 1920. In 1924 the issue was 
again placed on the ballot, and again defeated. 


During this controversy Bishop Gallagher did not neglect his 
diocesan projects. Parishes had become congested and the diversity of 
various nationalities made the duties of the priests unusually difficult. 
To alleviate this situation Bishop Gallaher cstablished over 100 
parishes in which the Gospel was preached in 22 different languages? 
Bishop Gallagher's zeal for religious developnent resulted in the growth 
of every chureh organization within the diocese, The Society of ot, 
Vineent de Paul increased its membership threefold; it founded and 
conducted Camp Ozanam, where 1,000 underprivileged boys were given a 
2 weeks outing each summer. Camp Stapleton, a tuberculosis preventorium 
for children, also was organized by them. The Holy Name Society enrolled 
thousands of members, and under the svonsorship and guidance of Bishop 
Gallagher the solemn observance of Good Friday was introduced to Detroit 
in 1918 on a public basis. For 3 hours all business activity was sus- 
pended, This practice still is current today. Bishop Gallagher also 
introduced a movement for retreats within the diocese. The Jesuit House 
of Manresa for Men, and the women's retreats at the Convent of Mount 
Mary were established during this period. The Michigan Catholic, a 
weekly publication, which has proved of immense value in development of 
diocesan unity, was acquired by Bishop Gallagher in 1920.

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During the episcopate of Bishop Gallagher parochial higher educa- 
tion was greatly strengthened. It was during this period that the 
University of Detroit was enlarged and removed to its present site at 
Six Mile Road and Livernois Avenue in Detroit. This institution was 
founded by Bishop Casper Borgess when he induced the Jesuits to come to 
Detroit. The name first given to the institution was Detroit College 
and at that time it was located in abandoned private dwelling at East 
Jefferson Avenue and St. Antoine Street. It was incorporated at 
Detroit College in 1881 and in 1890 moved to a new building next to 
SS, Peter and Paul Church. Additional buildings were added in 1908 and 
1912 due to the enlarged enrollment. When larger quarters were found 
to be advisable, the present site was purchased in 1924. 


During this period the alumni of St. Joseph's Commercial College 
erected the school for boys and founded the De LaSalle Collegiate in 
1926.2 A new chancery building also was erected_on Washington Boulevard, 
next to St. Aloysius Church about the same time,? Several lay establish- 
ments were founded during this period, among them being the Activities 
Building and residence of the League of Catholic Women, also several 
institutions donated by Frederick and Bertha M. Fisher, The convents 
of the Sisters of Mary Reparatrix, retreats for women and the Sisters 
Servants of the Immaculate Heart of Mary were also erected about this 
time.4 Marygrove College for women, Detroit, was constructed at the 
request of Bishop Gallagher in 1921, 


In June 1937, after the death of Bishop Gallagher, the administra- 
tion of the diocese fell upon the Chancellor, Rt. Rev. Msgr. John M, 
Doyle. 


John M. Doyle 


John M. Doyle was born in Detroit in 1878. He was a graduate of 
Detroit College and St. Mary's Seminary, Baltimore, Maryland. He was 
ordained a priest by the Bishop John S. Foley in 1908, and was appointed 
assistant priest at St. Mary's, Jackson, and later became priest at 
St. John the Baptist at Hubbardston, Michigan, In 1919 he was appointed 
Chancellor of the Detroit diocese by Bishop Michael James Gallagher, He 
was State Chaplain of the Knights of Columbus for 17 years and a trustee 
of St. Francis Orphan Home for Boys. At the age of 39 years he received 
the rank of Domestic Prelate, the youngest pricst in Michigan to receive 
this honor. In 1924 he was made prothonotary apedtolic, the highest rank 
of the Church below that of bishop, later becoming Vicar~General of the 
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Detroit diocese. John M. Doyle died July 14, gi while serving as 
pastor of St. Benedict's Church, Highland Park. 


Archdiocese of Detroit 


On August 3, 1937, the Diocese of Detroit was elevated to the rank 
of archdiocese, and the Province of Detroit was created,“~ Most Rev. 
Edward Mooney was chosen as the ecclesiastical head of the newly estab- 
lished archdiocese, 


Edward Mooney 


Edward Mooney was born at Mt. Savage, Maryland, May 9, 1882. A 
graduate of St. Charles College, and St. Mary's Seminary, Baltimore, and 
the North American College, Rome, Italy, he was ordained as priest in 
1909, and became an instructor at St. Mary's Seminary and the Cathedral 
atin School, Cleveland. He Served as pastor of St. Patrick's Church, 
Youngstown, Ohio during 1922-23, He was appointed Spiritual Director of 
North America College, Rome, Italy, in 1923 and served until 1926. He 
was Apostolic Delegate to the Church in India and Titular Archbishop of 
Irenopolis, 1926; he also served as Apostolic Delegate to the Church in 
Japan in 1931. In 1933 he became Archbishop of the Rochester Archdiocese, 
Rochester, New York, and on May 26, 1937, became Archbishop of the Arch- 
diocese of Detroit. He was consecrated on August 3, 1937. 


The enthronement of Archbishop Mooney wa s attended by most of the 
hierarchy of the Catholic Chureh in the United States, headed by Apostolic 
Delegate, Archbishop Amleto G, Cicognani of ‘lashington. The enthronement 
took place in the Church of the Blessed Sacrament, Detroit, which became 
the Cathedral Church of the new archdiocese, 


Previously, Detroit had been suffragan to the Province of Cincinnati, 
as was the Diocese of Grand Rapids. The Diocese of Marquette, heretofore, 
had been included in the Milwaukee Province. In conjunction with the 
erection of the Archdiocese, a papal bull also decreed the establishment 
of the Diocese of Lansing. The bull incorporated these units as part of 
the new Archdiocese and Province. 


On August 4, 1937, the first official act of the Archbishop was 
performed when he consecrated Joseph H, Albers, Titular Bishop of Lunda, 
and Auxiliary Bishop of Cincinnati, as the Bishop of the newly created 
Lansing Diocese,

to the Church have been founded. The Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, 
a laity group for the fostering of Catholic doctrines;1 ot. Francis House 
of Hospitality, a temporary home for men; the Archdiccesan Council of 
Catholic Women, a body of Catholic women for the promotion of church 
activities;? the Catholic Youth Organization Home, a temporary shelter 
for unemployed young men;4 St. Martha's House of Hospitality, providing 
temporary lodgings, meals and clothing for unemployed young women; 

St. Mary's Residence, an institution affording a temporary home for girls, 
conducted by the Daughters of Divine a en ed who purchased the old William 
Scripps residence at 3664 Trumbull Avenue;® the Boy Scouts, under the 
supervision of the National Boy Scouts Organization;7 and Mt, Carmel 
Mercy Hospital, conducted by the Sisters of Mercy.& 


A further division of the Archdiocese was made on February 26, 1938, 
when the Diocese of Saginaw was established, and on May 16, 1938, the 
Most Rev. William F, Murphy was installed as Bishop. 7
